A joint  eolijction  scheme,  prepared  by  your  Public  Health  Inspector  and 
including  the  adjoining  Rural  District  of  Builth  and  the  Urban  District  of 
Llanwrtyd  Wells,  continued  in  operation  during  the  year.  The  Council  carried 
out  the  removal  of  refuse  and  litter  from  the  ^oyal  Welsh  Permanent  Showground. 
Revisions  were  again  made  during  the  year  so  as  to  facilitate  more  frequent 
collections  from  roadside  litter  bins,  caravan  sites,  hotels,  schools  and 
other  catering  establishments.  Special  collections  were  made  to  remove  bulky 
and  other  refuse  not  normally  collected  as  part  of  routine  duties.  Facilities 
are  available  at  tips  to  dispose  of  old  cars,  etc.  A weekly  collection  will  be 


undertaken  throughout  the  district,  commencing  in  1972.
